ONDON, Jan. 18, 6:30 p.m.—Lord |

Asked how many men would come 
forward under the Derby plan, and 
what the British fighting force in the 
field would be, he said: 

“It is impossible to make estimates 
on the numbers of men, for if the 
Angel Gabriel made an estimate, some 
one would be found in the House of 
Commons to rise and challenge it. 
But one essential thing is sure——it has 
been a complete answer to Germany 
and has shown that we will have 
enough men to carry forward the war 
to a successful conclusion.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Ignatius T. 
Trebich Lincoln, a former member of 
the’ British Parliament and a con- 
fested German spy, who was being 
held here pending extradition to Eng- 
land, escaped from a United States 
deputy mashal last Saturday, it was 
learned today, and has not been seen 
since. 

The United States Marshal here has 
notified the secret service, and a na- 
tlon-wide search has been ordered. It 
is thought in some quarters that Lin- 


coln boarded an outgoing steamer. 

Lincoln, who had been held in Ray- 
mond-street jail, Brooklyn, since last 
August, had been allowed numerous 
privileges, it was said, at the jail. 
The prisoner was writing a book deal- 
ing with international espionage sys- 
tems and he was in the habit of go- 
ing to the Brooklyn Federal Build- 
ing to work on this two or three 
times a week. 

In company with Frank Johnson, a 
deputy marshal, Lincoln visited the 
Federal Building last Saturday. Lin- 
coln said he was going to wash his 
hands and went to the lavatory. When 
the prisoner did not reappear within 
ten minutes Johnson began a search. 

LAncoln’s escape, it is said, was not 
reported to the United States Marshal 
until yesterday. 

Lincoln was arrested here last Au- 
gust, at the instigation of the Brit- 
ish Consulate, on charges of forgery. 

A few days before Lincoln was ar- 
rested he published a newspaper story 
admitting he had acted as a spy for 
the German intelligence office after 
becoming a naturalized British citizen.

California, the long-drawn-out contro- 
versy reached an acute stage today. 

Secretary Lane, according to today's 
developmenta, according to today’s 
developments, is found on the side 
of California. Secretary Daniels of 
the Navy Department is fighting for a 
policy which has in view the reten- 
tion of all the oi! lands by the govern- 
ment, his purpose being to give the 
navy a good supply of free oil. 

The effect of a communication sent 
by Atty.-Gen. Gregory to Congress to- 
day is regarded as being opposed to 
passage of the bill which recently 
passed the House. 

The report of the Attorney-General 
refers to the annual report of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, who urges the im- 
portance of the retention by the gove 
ernment of what is known as the naval

as the proceeds of oil sale, when the 
money can be reached. In a number 
of California cases, receiverships have 

n granted and to save expense and 
increase efficiency, the same person 
Has been appointed receiver in all 
these cases. He devotes his entire 
time to the performance of his duties 
for a fixed annual compensation, 
which is deemed quite reasonable, It 
is provided that, when the wells can- 
not be ‘capped” without injury, the 
operating company may continue to 
operate if the receiver allows it, and 
under his supervision and direction, 
but the operators are not allowed to 
spend any money unless approved by 
the receiver.

The House last week passed a bill pro- 
posing to give title to a number of 
entrymen who have gone upon lands 
in what the Attorney-General says is 
open defiance of the law. 
In his report to Congress today the 
Attorney-General explains what is be- 
ing done at the present time. 
Senator Phelan. soon after his ar- 
rival in Washington to attend the 
present session, had an interview with 
the Attorney-General in which he pro- 
posed a policy in substance that cov- 
ered by the bill just passed by the 
House, and the Attorney-General at 
that time issued a statement em- 
Phasizing the necessity of enforcing 
the laws now upon the statute book, 
and in this connection he stated to 
Congress today that he disclaims any 
intention of dictating the. matter of 
policy. Nevertheless those who have 
closely followed the proceedings in the 
House during the consideration of the 
bill are aware that some of the

FEAR DEPLETION OF LANDS. 
In brief, the situation as presented 
by the Attorney-General seems to be 


that the question which may ultimate- 
ly reach the President affects not onlv 
in a large measure the administra- 
tion’s preparednéss programme, but 
also a conservation problem of great 
importance. The . naval reserve 
created by President Taft, according 
to experts, contains oll supplies suf- 
ficient for the fuel demands of the 
navy for years to come, with due al- 
lowance for growth. At the Navy 
Department it is stated if these lands 
are thrown open as proposed by the 
bill just passed by the House, there 
will be an exploitation which will re- 
sult in depletion of these vast flelds 
within a comparatively short period. 
The Attorney-General in his re- 
port says that no hardship are be- 
ing imposed, but by handling all the 
case on the equity side of the courts 
all rights are amply preserved. It is 
stated at the Navy Department that 
should the bill just passed by the 
House become law. a reward will 
be given those who have entered upon 
these lands while other citizens have 
not. 
After giving an account of all pro- 
ceedings so far begun the Attorney- 
General report says: 
“The records here in Washington 
show that the suits concerning with- 
drawn oil lands, and now pending in 
California, are twenty in number and 
involve 3638 acres. Three similar 
suits involving 560 acres are pending 
in Wyoming. While the total acre- 
age thus already brought into litt- 
gation is comparatively small, ite 
value is enormous and the value of 
the oll already taken from it ascends 
into millions of dollars. ‘ 
“No suits have yet been brought 
except inféases where it was conclud- 
ed that prompt action was essential 
to protect the government from seri- 
ous loss.

In certain instances the 
operators seems to have been actuated 
only by the desire to reap the great- 
est profit possible before the govern- 
ment could enforce its rights. A re- 
ceivership properly managed serves 
to prevent the extension of this waste, 
to stop further extraction or reduce 
it to a minimum, and to insure that 
the value of the oil extracted dur- 
ing the suit shall go to the govern- 
ment if the government prevails. Our 
experience thus far also shows that 
the receivership induces greater econ- 
omy in operating expenses. 

“The government is entitled, of 
course, to the value of all oll here- 
tofore taken from the withdrawn 
lands by t Ts, and since the 
latter are not all financially responsi- 
ble, it sometimes becomes necessary 
to seek the pecuniary redress from the 
purchasers of the oil 

“IT refrain from making any recom- 
mendations or sugg ons to Congress 
as to what relief, if any, should be 
given by it to such persons who have, 
in a number of instances, invested 
large sums of money in developing 
oll lands and making improvements 
thereon, and who have already in 
some instances withdrawn therefrom 
large quantities of oil far exceeding in 
value the amounts invested. Congress 
in its wisdom will, of course, deal 
with this problem as it sees fit. 

„Nor is it within the province of 
this department to determine, or to 
advise Congress whether or not it 
shall abandon or limit the policy of 
a naval reserve, and as to this I make 
no suggestion or recommendation. 

“In closing this report, I should in- 
vite attention to the fact that while 
so far the litigation has been confined 
to lands in California and Wyoming, 
there is also a withdrawn area of oil 
land said to be of great importance in 
the State of Louisiana. As yet this 
department has received no request 
from the Interior Department to take 
action concerning these Louisiana 
lands. I am informed, however, that 
a situation exists there which in some 
respects is very like that which ex- 
ists in California and Wyoming.“

ARROWLY ESCAPE 
WORSE DISASTER. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.— There were 
four torpedo heads, each containing 
{20 pounds of gun cotton, on the sub- 
marine F.2 at the time of the explo- 
sion which caused the death of five 
men and injuries to nine others, at 


the New York navy yard, Saturday, 
according to testimony today of Lieut. 
Charles M. Cooke, commander of the 
E-2, before the Board of Inquiry ap- 
pointed by Secretary Daniels. 

Tt was later explained that the gun- 
cotton was wet, and that there was 
no great danger of it exploding, but 
members of the crew were praised for 
extinguishing a fire that started after 
the explosion. If the fire had con- 
tinued, the gun cotton might have 
been dried out.and become exceedingly 
liable to explosion. Lieut. Cooke testi- 
fied that he went Into the interior of 
the submarine and directed the fight 
against the fire. 

The court opened its sessions today 

and the first action of the four mem- 
bers was to descend into the wrecked 
interior of the B-2. They spent more 
than an hour there. 
Leut. C. S. McDowell, the first wit- 
ness before the inquiry board, sal 
he made an inspection of the craft 
the day after the explosion. He said 
that the greatest damage was dene 
in the after-compartment of the Edi- 
son batteries, which were completely 
“blown up.”

It 
was still raining heavily, althotigh at 
intervals, last night. 

J. S. Holabird, street superintenden 
of Claremont, last night sent an ap- 
pea] for assistance to the citizens of 
Pomona and declared that unless 100 
teams and 200 men volunteer to work 
today in diverting the waters of San 
Antonio Wash from their new channel 
back to the original channel, the loss 
to property will be overwhelming. It 
was raining hard at Claremont last 
night and fears were expressed that 
the gap that sent a flood of water 
down into Pomona last night will be 
much larger today. Unless the water 
is diverted it is feared orchards and 
ranch lands will be ruined beyond 
help by tonight. 

In and near Los Angeles the flood 
waters are subsiding so that property 
owners, corporations and city and 
county officials can take stock of the 
actual damage and start repairs. 
Many bridges were washed from their 
piers or their approaches destroyed, 

ear and train service was tied 
up and for a while telephone and 
telegraph lines were seriously dam- 
aged. Silt filled the inner harbor, en- 
tailing a loss of $300,000 and deeply 
imbedding at least one steamer. 
Highways were washed out in ever) 
direction and the loss to the roadbeds 
of the railroads was large. Every 
river in the south went over the banks 
and ranch and orchard lands are still 
under water in places. There was

AT POMONA. 


At noon yesterday when the super- 
Hotal storm water which half covered 
Pomona for forty-eight hours, began 
to subside, a dam in the hilis far 
north of the Base Line road near 
Claremont burst, releasing a terrific 
volume of water into the wash north 
and east of Claremont. Almost si- 
multaneously the waters of the wash 
leaped their banks above Claremont 
and went racing into their former 
hich Clare- 


College City, cows were swimming ina 
few minutes. The Trustees of Clare- 
mont telephoned to Pomona and ap- 
pealed to the Mayor for assistance in 
controlling the flood. Several dozen 
men left this city for that place at 
once: Hardly had they started, how- 
ever, when the flood struck Pomona 
through the Cap Mitchell grove and 
rushed ‘across East Holt avenue. In 
five minutes the flood ran half a. mile 
wide and two feet deep, 

everything loose in its path. It 
swept down across the famous Nesbit 
grove and struck the Southern Pacific 
tracks at the Pomona Valley Ice Com- 
pany plant half a mile east of San 
Antonio avenue. Then it spread out 
into a huge lake, and followed the 
railroad tracks west to San Antonio 
avenue, where it turned south and 
covering two blocks wide, rushed to- 
ward Washington intermediate school. 
Principal A. A. Kibbey made a rush 
for the building. When he arrived 
there was half a foot of water on the 
grounds. In half an hour the water

was slashing on the third step of the 


approach, Mr. Kibbey and the janitor 
were telephoning wildly around and 
begging somebody to come to their 
rescue. They were removed from the 
building on horseback an hour later. 
The water was belly-deep on the 
horse. Having a natural fall in that 
direction, the flood continued down 
San Antonio avenue throughout the 
night. The depth of the water was 
high above a man’s knee. 


CITRUS DAMAGE HEAVY. 


The indications are that the rush 
of water will uproot the trees in at 
least 300 acres of valuable bearing or- 
ange groves between the College City 
and Pomona. The groves worst hit 
are those of Messrs. Overholser, 
Mitchell and Nesbit. Mr. Nesbit esti- 
mates that the torrent will damage to 
the extent of at least 10 per cent. ev- 
erything in its path. Great damage 
has been and will be done to ra- 
road properties. Several Salt Lake 
trains have been tied up in the yards 
since Monday morning. The Pacific 
Blectric has been hard hit through- 
out the valley, but is putting forth a 
valiant effort to clean away the Jebris 
and resume business. 

At Claremont the flood raced down 
a strip which used to be its bed. but 
from which it was turned years ago. 
It ewung across what is known as 
Blanchard Park, and between the 
Greek theater and Smiley Hall. 
Reaching within sixty feet of Smiley 
Hall, it cut a deep guich across the 
athletic field and flowed in between 
the gymnasium and the training quar- 
ters. High embankments have been 
melted away by the waters and base- 
ments are full. Bhould the storm con- 
tinue for twenty-four hours buildings 
valued at $300,000 dollars will be 
wrecked and ru on the co 
grounds.
